Health  Plan,  by  definition,  is  prepared  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  to  project  the  need  for 
health  care  facilities  within  Montana,  and  is  approved  by  the 
Statewide  Health  Coordinating  Council  and  the  Governor;   and 

WHEREAS,  state  law  does  not  specify  a  method  for  the

WHEREAS,  the  Montana  Board  of  Health  and  Environmental

II.  COMPOSITION 

The  Statewide  Health  Coordinating  Council  is  composed  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences. 
Any  change  in  appointment  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Environmental  Sciences  will  result  in  a  corresponding 
change  in  the  Statewide  Health  Coordinating  Council.  All 
members  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CREATING  THE  GOVERNOR'S 
WELFARE  REFORM  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  an  increasing  number  of  Montanans  are  living  in 
poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  children  and  families  headed  by  single  women 
experience  the  highest  rate  of  poverty;  and 

WHEREAS,  births  to  unmarried  teen  parents  continue  to 
increase;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  welfare  system  has  become  inefficient, 
organizationally  fragmented  and  bureaucratically  entrenched;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  welfare  system  incurs  excessive 
administrative  costs  at  the  expense  of  services  to  recipients;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  increasing  costs  of  the  federal  welfare 
entitlement  programs  are  exceeding  the  available  state  funding;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  welfare  system  offers  only  limited 
support  or  incentives  for  recipients  to  become  independent  of 
welfare  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  welfare  system  often  humiliates  and 
stigmatizes  clients;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  welfare  system  isolates  recipients  from 
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the  economic  and  social  mainstream;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  welfare  system  fails  to  foster 
fundamental  American  values  relating  to  work,  family,  individual 
responsibility  and  self-sufficiency;  and 

WHEREAS,  recipients  of  welfare  assistance  are  not  a 
homogeneous  group  but  represent  a  population  that  is  diverse  both 
in  terms  of  situational  characteristics  and  personal  attributes; 
and 

WHEREAS,  House  Bill  2,  passed  by  the  53rd  Montana  Legislature, 
directs  the  Montana  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation 
Services  to  request  waivers  of  federal  requirements  for  welfare 
assistance  programs  as  necessary  for  the  redesign  of  those  programs 
in  a  cost-neutral  manner. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,   I  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  2-15-122,  MCA, 
do  hereby  create  the  Governor's  Welfare  Reform  Advisory  Council. 
I.    PURPOSE 

A.    The  Welfare  Reform  Advisory  Council  will: 

1.  Examine  and  identify  the  circumstances  that  result 
in  people  living  in  poverty  and  needing  welfare 
assistance; 

2.  identify  the  aspects  of  the  present  welfare  programs 
that  help  or  hinder  the  ability  of  recipients  to  become 
independent  from  welfare  assistance; 

3.  explore  alternatives  to  the  current  welfare  programs 
through  an  in-depth  review  of  current  theories  of  welfare 
and  of  the  various  welfare  reform  efforts  nationally;  and 

4.  develop  a  comprehensive  welfare  reform  proposal  that 
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will  meet  the  basic  needs  of  recipients  and  provide  the 

resources   necessary   to   maximize   each   recipient's 

opportunity  to  achieve  independence  of   the  welfare 

system. 

B.    In  performing  the  duties  listed  in  I.  A.,  above,  the 

Advisory  Council  will  give  special  consideration  to  the 

following: 

1.  development  of  social  contracts  with  recipients  for 
the  provision  of  benefits  in  return  for  completing 
specific  activities  that  foster  the  independence  of 
recipients  from  the  welfare  system; 

2.  provision  of  time-limited  benefits  coupled  with 
community  service  work; 

3.  development  of  a  universal  means  test  for  all 
programs; 

4.  enhancement  of  work  incentives  and  removal  of  work 
disincentives  within  the  system; 

5.  elimination  of  the  deprivation  requirement  in  order 
to  strengthen  and  support  families; 

6.  provision  of  cash  instead  of  Food  Stamps; 

7.  utilization  of  electronic  benefit  transfer  for  all 
benefits;  and 

8.  specific  provisions  contained  in  House  Bill  2. 

II.   COMPOSITION 

A.  The  Welfare  Reform  Advisory  Council  will  be  composed  of 
23  members.  In  addition,  there  will  be  6  ex-officio 
members.   The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  will  be 
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appointed  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Social  and 
Rehabilitation  Services  and  who  will  serve  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Governor,  are  submitted  by  separate 
letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Department  of 
Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services,  Commerce,  Family 
Services,  and  Labor  and  Industry,  and  the  Legislative 
Council  and  the  Office  of  Public  Instruction. 


III.  COMPENSATION 


Compensation  will  be  paid  in  accordance  with  section  2-15-122, 


MCA. 


IV.   DURATION 

This  Advisory  Council  will  remain  in  existence  for  a  period  of 
two  years  unless  extended  by  subsequent  Executive  Order.  This 
Order  is  effective  immediately.

sportspersons  are  concerned  about  diminishing  access  to 
private  and  public  land  for  hunting  opportunities  and  view 
this  as  a  threat  to  the  long-term  viability  of  wildlife 
management  and  our  hunting  heritage;  and,  outfitters  are 
interested  in  stabilizing  their  industry  and  improving  their 
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1  image;  and, 

2  WHEREAS,   HJR   24   urged   landowners,   outfitters,   the 

3  sporting  community,  and  the  public  to  work  together  to  address 

4  these  issues  in  a  sustained,  cooperative,  and  positive  manner 

5  and  to  mitigate  the  tension  arising  from  polarization  by: 

6  (1)   recognizing  the  contributions  of: 

7  (a)   private   landowners,   who   provide   wildlife

industry,  and 

providing    additional    tangible    benefits    to 
landowners  who  allow  hunter  access. 

(B)  Further,  the  council,  working  with  representative  local 
advisory  groups,  shall  advise  the  director  of  the 
Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  &  Parks  and  the  Fish, 
Wildlife  &  Parks  Commission  on  measures  to  address  the 
above  goals. 

(C)  In  its  advisory  role,  the  council  shall  seek  the  advice 
and  participation  of  affected  interests,  including: 

1)    private  citizens, 
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2)  groups  representing  agricultural  interests, 

3)  groups  representing  the  outfitting  industry, 

4)  groups  representing  the  sporting  community, 

5)  groups  representing  conservation  interests, 

6)  groups  representing  other  businesses,  and 

7)  affected  government  agencies. 

(D)   In  seeking  the  advice  and  participation  of  all  affected 
interests,  the  advisory  council: 

1)  Shall  create  and  seek  advice  from  representative 
local  groups  which  include  delegates  from  affected 
interests.  These  sponsor  groups  shall  take 
initiative  to  address  problems  at  the  local  level 
and  advise  the  council  on  the  nature  of  local 
wildlife  conservation  issues  and  the  recommended 
solutions.  The  local  groups  may  receive  direction 
from  the  council. 

2)  May  sponsor  and  facilitate  "open  houses"  and  other 
appropriate  public  involvement  methods  to  provide 
informal  opportunities  for  the  public  to  review  and 
comment  on  possible  recommendations  to  the 
director,  commission  and  Governor's  Office. 

II .   COMPOSITION; 

The  council  shall  consist  of  up  to  15  members,  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  and  representing  a  variety  of  interests.  The 
names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to  the 
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Secretary  of  State  and  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks . 

III.  COMPENSATION: 

Council  members'  expenses  eligible  for  compensation  under 
Sec.  2-15-122(5),  MCA,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Department  of 
Fish,  Wildlife  &  Parks  at  a  rate  up  to  $25  for  each  day 
actually  and  necessarily  engaged  in  the  performance  of  council 
duties  that  are  approved  by  the  department.  All  members  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  travel  expenses  pursuant  to  2-15-122(5), 
MCA. 

IV.  DURATION: 

This  council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 

the  effective  date  of  this  Order  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 

subsequent   Executive   Order.     This   Order   is   effective 

immediately.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE  LEGAL  SERVICES  REVIEW  PANEL 


WHEREAS,  within  the  Executive  Branch  of  state  government, 
agencies  utilize  the  services  of  private  legal  counsel  on 

occasion;   and 

WHEREAS,  in  1978  and  again  in  1981,  Executive  Orders  were 
issued  directing  the  Executive  Branch  to  review  the  use  of 
private  legal  counsel;   and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  an  objective  of  this  administration  to 
make  the  most  effective  use  of  state  resources  and  funding; 

and 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  has  directed,  through  House 
Joint  Resolution  25  (1993),  that  the  Attorney  General  and  the 
Governor  study  the  coordination  of  legal  services  in  state 
government . 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  pursuant  to 
the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do 
hereby  re-authorize  the  operation  of  the  Legal  Services  Review 
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1  Committee. 

2  I .    PURPOSE; 

3  The  purpose  of  the  Legal  Services  Review  Committee  is  to: 

4  a.    review  all  requests  of  state  agencies  to  engage 

5  private  legal  counsel; 

6  b.    provide  prior  written  approval  for  all  state  agency 

7  contracts  to  engage  private  legal  counsel;   and 

8  c.    evaluate  and  advise  the  Governor  of  the  use  of 

9  private  legal  counsel  by  state  agencies. 

10  II.   COMPOSITION; 

11  The  Legal  Services  Review  Committee  is  made  up  of  the 

12  Director  of  the  Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Planning  or  a 

13  designated   representative;     the   Attorney   General   or   a 

14  designated  representative;    and  the  legal  counsel  to  the 

15  Governor. 

16  III.  AUTHORITY  AND  PROCEDURE; 

17  The  Legal  Services  Review  Committee  is  vested  with  the

d.    the  standards  and  procedures  for  monitoring  private 
legal  counsel  contracts. 

IV.  TERMINATION  OF  PRIOR  EXECUTIVE  ORDERS: 

Any  prior  Executive  Orders  relating  to  the  Legal  Services 
Review  Committee  are  hereby  superseded  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Order. 

V.  DATE  OF  EFFECT:

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE  STATE  COUNCIL  ON 

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION  ALSO  KNOWN  AS  THE 

VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  Section  112  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational 
and  Applied  Technology  Education  Act  of  1990  (Public  Law  No.

II.  COMPOSITION

EXECUTIVE  ORDER  RESCINDING  EXECUTIVE  ORDER  NO.  4-9  0 

I,  Marc  Racicot,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me,  rescind  Executive 
Order  No.  4-90,  designate  a  collective  bargaining 
representative  for  the  State  of  Montana,  and  establish  the 
following  procedures  for  the  executive  branch  in  negotiating 
contracts  under  Title  39,  Chapter  31,  MCA. 

(1)  Section  39-31-301,  MCA,  provides  that  the  Governor 
or  his  designated  authorized  representative  shall  represent  the 
state  in  collective  bargaining  with  an  exclusive 
representative.  I  designate  the  chief  of  the  Labor  Relations 
Bureau,  State  Personnel  Division,  Department  of  Administration, 
as  Chief  Negotiator  to  represent  the  State  of  Montana  in 
collective  bargaining  with  representatives  of  certified 
collective  bargaining  units. 

(2)  For  assistance  in  representing  the  state  in 
collective  bargaining,  the  Chief  Negotiator  may  call  upon  the 
Collective  Bargaining  Policy  Task  Force,  as  described  in 
paragraph  (3),  the  directors  of  the  departments  of  the 
executive  branch  or  their  designated  representatives,  and  other 
employees  of  the  executive  branch  as  appropriate. 

(3)  I  create  and  authorize  the  Collective  Bargaining 
Policy  Task  Force  to  advise  the  Chief  Negotiator  in  developing 
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and  formulating  the  state's  collective  bargaining  position. 
The  task  force  shall  consist  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Administration,  as  Chairperson;  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services;  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Transportation;  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Corrections  and  Human  Services;  and  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industry.  The  Budget  Director, 
Administrator  of  the  State  Personnel  Division,  Department  of 
Administration,  and  the  Chief  of  Staff  for  Operations  and 
Administration  from  the  Office  of  the  Governor  who  shall  assist 
the  Collective  Bargaining  Policy  Task  Force.
